Dunedin. 



It is probably safe to assume that 
Dunedin is a Scottish town. The fact 
that its Presbyterian church is called 
St. Andrew's Church is entirely in 
keeping with the theory of its Scottish 
nature. In Scotland, the Presbyter- 
ian whether he belongs to tho Kirk, to 
the Free Kirk, or to any of tho other 
different species of Presbyterian 
Churches, respects St. Andrew, and 
secretly believes that instead of being 
crucified, as tradition asserts that he 
was, tho saint was compelled to eat 
oatmeal, and thus became a type pre- 
figuring tho Scotchman ic one of his 
most essential characteristics. Were 
Dunedin an American town,its Presby- 
terian church would bo called the 
First, the Central, or the Main Streot 
Church; for the American Presbytorian 
has a curious fashion of exalting num- 
bers aud the names of streets above 
every saint in the calendar. Let us, 
then, assume, without further words, 
that Dunedin is situated in Scotland. 

"Why tho Pastor of St. Andrew's 
Churcu decided to introduco tho Eng- 
lish Presbyterian Hymn-book in place 
of the psalms of Sternhold and Hop- 
kins wo are not told; but it is evident 
that tho change met tho views of the 
great majority of his congregation. A 
minority of two, led by James L. Mil- 
lar, was, however, greatly indignant at 
this change of devotional implements. 
They insisted that their fathers had 
sung out of tho ancient hymn-book 
from time immemorial, and that the 
hymns and psalms and spiritual songs 
that were good enough for tho original 
Covemanters were good enough for 
their descendants. In vain was the 
new hymn-book spread in sight of Mr. 
Millar. Ho was not to be caught by- 
its fair and spacious pages, and refused 
to look at them lest ho should defile 
his conscience by reading oven in the 
most superficial manner, hymns which 
were very probably permeated with 
Erastian and Arian sentiments. If tho 
Pastor perseverod in his unholy de- 
sign, Mr. Millar would remain stead- 
fast and give his testimony against all 
innovations and improvements, falsely 
so-called. Finally, argument waa 
abandoned, audit was announced that 
on a certain Sunday tho new hymn- 
book would bo used in spito of Mr. 
Millar and his adherent. 

In due time tho Sunday iu question 
arrived aud tho Pastor ioso up with 
the new hynm-book iu his hand. Mr. 
Miilar also roso up, and with an agility 
rarely displayed in a roligious assem- 
bly, stormed tho platform, and placed 
himself near tho astonished minister. 
Ho then drew from his pocket a shoot 
of papor, and in a loud voice began to 
read a solemn protest against tho 
wicked and heretical act of changing 
the ofliciul hymn-book of tho St. An- 
drew's congregation. No sooner did 
ho begin to rnad than tho Pastor, with 
great intrepidity and vastly superior 
lungtf.road a hymn;ho not only. drown- 
od Mr. Millar's voico, but gave that 
indignant brother no chance to cut in 
at the end of a verso or sentence. 
Finding himself temporarily baffled, 
Mr. Millar halted, knowing that the 
reading of the hymn must ultimately 
come to an end, and that ho could 
then, iu all probability , "havo a fresh 
inning. When, therefore, tho Pastor, 
much out of breath, but full of tri- 
umph, ceased reading, Mr. Millar 
raisod his voice afresh, aud proceeded 
with fait protest. But ho had failed to 



appreciate tho rapidity with which a 
modern choir can operate. Before ho 
had reached tho end. of his second 
sentence the choir began to sing, and 
the congregation, filled with the 'gau- 
dium certaminos,' joined in the sing- 
ing with so much vigor that the dust 
fairly started from tho carpot and tho 
cushioned seats. 

With a voice quite inaudiblo in the 
uproar of tho singing, Mr. Millar read 
his protest, threw it at tho head of the 
offending pastor, then retreated in 
good order to his own pew. He then 
opened his vonerable hymn-book, se- 
lected a particularly threatening psalni 
and endeavoured to sing it to tho 
solemn tune of 'Windham.' Unfortu- 
nately, Mr. Millar had not a delicate 
ear for music, and ho soon found that 
he could not sing one tune while 
every one elso was singing another. 
Ho porpetually ran off tho track, and 
involuntarily sang iu harmony with 
tho rest of tho congregation. His op- 
ponents gave him no possiblo chance 
for a solo. One-half of tho congrega- 
tion astutely kept half a lino in ad- 
vance of the remaindor, so that they 
could begin a fresh verse whilo their 
allies were still employed upon tho 
preceding ono. Thus thero was no 
opening which Mr. Millar could im- 
prove, and he was compelled to admit 
that ono man singing against a church- 
ful of oppononts who are singing 'on 
echelon,' so to speak, caimot hope to 
achieve evon the semblance of a victory. 

When this conviction had fully pen- 
etrated his mind, Mr. Millar closed his 
hymn-book, abandoned the strugglo, 
and began to retreat towards the church 
door, followed by one other church 
momber, who objected to the new 
hymn-book. The congregation, inspir- 
ed by its victory, sang Mr. Millar out 
of the church with splendid energy. 
The organist pulled out his stops, and 
blew a blast that startled the infantilo 
members of the congregation into a 
wail of terror. Thus overwhelmed by 
numbers and noise, Mr. Millar and 
his ally fled from the hold, and tho 
pastor with a quick appieciation of the 
situation, followed up tho hymn by 
reading with great eloquence the ac- 
count of tho destruction of the walls of 
Jericho by the trumpets blaBt of tho 
Hebrew priests. 

So far it seems to the merely super- 
ficial observer that Mr. Millar is hope- 
lessly beaten. This verdict can, 
however, bo given only by those who 
are ignorant of the indomitable Scottish 
character. Mr. Millar is undobtodly 
bealen for the present, but he has 
fallen back in good order, and he has 
no intention of abandoning the 
struggle. Already ho has formally 
accusod the pastor bofore tho Presby- 
tery of having with malice aforo 
'thought, and the instigation of the 
adversary, forced an unauthorised 
hymn-book upon his congregation ;',and 
although the Presbytory has refused to 
consider the charge, he has promptly 
appealed to the Synod. Meanwhile it 
is darkly rumoured that he has order- 
ed a hand-organ of unusual powerjfo bo 
built, which organ is to play half a 
dozen of tho oldest and most orthodox 
tunes known to Scottish Presbyterians. 
It is supposed that ho intends to take 
this organ to meeting with him, and 
with its help to sing its favourite hymns, 
without having his oar led astray by 
the singing of his neighbours. Tho 
ability of a Scotchman to adhere to a 
fixed purpose has never yet been 
measured. The pastor of tho congre- 
gation of St. Andrew's may introduce 
all manner of new hymn-books, and 
turn tho whole sermon into ono pro- 
longed musical oxerciso, but thoy can- 
not prevent Mr. Millar from having his 
innings with his own hymn-book when- 
over their voices givo out. In timo 
he will wear them out, and they will 
bo compelled either to roturn to tho 
old hymn-book or to abandon St. 
Andrew's Church to the indomitable 
Millar. In ecclesiastical circles enor- 
mous odds ttrfl fearlessly offered upon 
Mr. Millar, and his final victory is con- 
sidered certain provided his powers of 
endurance havo not boon overratod.

THE BATTLE 'NEAR PLEVNA. 

Or_eri9 ovolvlng fro u chaos and tbo 
dispatches are at last intelligoble, Down to 
Tuesday, Plevna, which is in charge of 
Osman Pasha, was Bafe. Mehemet Ali's 
army had moved north of Plevna to cut 
the EusBian communications and Sulie- 
man Pasha had got through tho Balkans 
and was about to full on tho Russian left 
flank. This intelligence eoems reliable, 
and his movements show that tho Gor- 
man commander of tho Turkish armies is 
a general of groat ability. Tho fighting 
continued Wednesday, on which day a 
pitohed battle was imminent at Biela. 

PROTECTION oF OUR SALMON 
FISHERIES 

Wo cannot see what connection protec- 
tion of our salmon fisheries has with 
the cackling of geeso.'oxcopt that geeso 
are said to appreciate fish as a tidbit; nor 
can wo detect the slightest resomblanco 
between a school of salmon and two thou- 
sand oxen tortured by blazing faggots 
tied to their horns dashing through a 
mountain pass with tho fell design of 
tossing old Fabius and his Boldiers nky- 
high. Tho connection, if it exists at all, 
is lather remote, and the writer who can 
discern the most distant relationship be- 
tween the species must be gifted with pow- 
ers of an extraordinary character. If we 
vrere about to use imagery regarding fish 
wo should introduce that little affair of 
Jonah's with the whale, seasoning the 
Ptory with a dash of tho latest yarn about 
the Bea-serpent. But cackling geo^e, horn- 
ed cattle and preserved salmon (vide tho 
Standard) don't frit well togother. In the 
series of articles wo have written in be- 
half of tho protection of tho sea food of 
the Province, we havo carefully avoided 
suggesting rules for the regulation of tho 
salmon fisheries; aud have contonted our- 
selves with stating that a shameful wa3to 
of fish life is going on on tho Lower Pra- 
Ber; that thousands of full-grown sal- 
mon have been killed in sheer wuntonness 
and their bodies thrown back to pollute 
the river and poison tho air; and that at 
this writing the noble fish are being hunt- 
ed in their spawning beds and ure pre- 
vented from following tho instincts of 
their nature by propagating their species. 
Having stated these, facts wo have asked 
those most interested to draiv the atten- 
tion of tho Federal Government to the 
monslroiiB iniquity — for it is a monstrous 
iniquity— with the object of having regu- 
lations framed that will put a stop to it at 
once and forever. The at pointment of a 
resident fisheries commissioner, as we 
pointed out, would be only ono step to- 
wards the desired end. The people should 
aid the commissioner by forming a socie- 
ty which Will seo that tho law is carried 
out. Our contemporary affects to believe 
that wo wish to have a society of "unpaid 
informers" created. This is puttiug 
the case on very low ground, indeed; be- 
cause a man whoso property is being des- 
poiled can in no sense be called an in- 
former should he make a coinpaint 
asainst the despoiler. The salmon 
fisheries nro the property of the 
public. Tho Game Laws of Merrie 
England have no existence here. Game, 
if pieserved here at all, is preserved in the 
common interest and for tho common 
good, and not in the interest of feudal 
landowners. Therefore, a man who de- 
tects another man in tho uct of perpetrat- 
ing an illegality by catching salmon out 
of season, bv preventing them spawning, 
or by killing them faster than he eun pro- 
vide tho means of canning them, would 
not only do the Slate but himself a ser- 
vice by lodging a complaint against the 
wrongdoer. In other countries th«ro are 
societies for the preservation of game, for 
the propagation of salmon, for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to animals, etc. Now, 
whoever thought of terming tho philan- 
thropies who support those societies "un- 
paid informers." The amount of good 
such societies havo effected is very great, 
and tho amount of good that n society 
formed iu Biiti-h Columbia for tho pro- 
tection of tho salmon fisheries would do is 
incalculable. The proposal of our con- 
temporary to appoint an army of fishery 
overseers, superintendents aud wardens 
with salaries that would range from §50 ( !) 
per year and upwards is novel. No man 
would wax fat on that pay, which might 
bo only sufficient to whet his appetite and 
prepare him for n slight additional in- 
crease from tho fisheries companies he 
might have been set to wutch. A 820-pieco 
placed over each eye would render a $50- 
a-year warden oblivious to tho most out- 
rageous infractions of tho law, and it is 
just horo that a society would stop in and 
do tho work that tho under-salaried war- 
den was paid not to do. It would bo easy 
to frame regulations that could bo adapt- 
ed to salmon-fishing on Fraser River, tho 
cost of enforcing which would bo compar- 
atively inexpensive. The duty of a society 
would ho to seo that tho regulations are 
enforcod,

We might say more with ro- 
spect to tho office and the nppoiiitoo; but 
wa trust that wo shall find it unnecessary 
to again refer to them.

Charles James, on remand from tho 12th 
inst, charged with having stolen a watch 
and chain and an opera glass from Mrs. 
Annie Walker. 

Isadore Bravermau being sworn, said 
ho knew the prisoner; ho pawned with the 
witness ou tho 14th August a gold watch 
and chain for 8100; on the 17th of August 
ho pledged an opera glass; tho agreement 
marked "A" was given tho prisoner by 
tho witness. Tho prisoner said ho would 
redeem tho articles in thirty days; at tho 
saruo time he said ho was connected with 
the Dufferin House. 
■ In answer to tho prisoner— Remember- 
ed anothor conversation t bat day ; he asked 
tho prisoner why ho required the money, 
and he said that they wore fixing up tho 
house; he also aaid that tho lady of the 
houso bad gone over to Seattloaud would 
ba back shortly; he said ho was going to 
an auction that day; did not say for what 
purpose; tho articles were pledged in the 
morning between 8 or 9 o'clock; the opera 
glass wan pledged on the evening of the 
17th of August; might have shown tho 
watch and chain to Mr. Rudolph. 

Mrs. Walker, recalled — Identified tho 
watch and chain produced as having been 
her- property; also identified the . opera 
glass, and was certain that both belonged 
to her; did not give either to Charles 
James to raise money on; did not miss 
tho watch and chain till tbo 17th August 
on account of never wearing it; she mado 
tho prisoner leave the house on account 
of her missing theso things; when sho ac- 
cused the prisoner of taking tho watch 
and chain, he denied it. 

In answer to the prisoner— Went to 
Mrs. Stahlsobmidt's auction with tho 
prisoner; did say that sho would liko 
to buy fAjhio things if thoy went cheap; 
never asked him to take tho watch and 
chain with the opera glass down to the 
pawn-shop and g'it as much money as pos- 
sible on them; could not tell what time it 
■was when sho left the houso for tho auc- 
tion; believed it, was betweeD 10 and 11 
o'clock; did not recollect tho prisoner 
leaving tho auction about 12; did not re- 
collect his going away and coming back a 
short time after; did not ask tho prisoner 
for the pawn-ticket to show Mr. Fronshall 
that ho migbt seo she was hard pnshodfor 
money as he had not sent tbo installment 
over; did not remember the prisoner giv- 
ing her §20, iu tho passage at tho auction. 

in answer to the Court, Mrs. Walker 
said she was not jealous of the prisoner; all 
gho wanted was to get her things back;

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

Before Plevna Saturday Sept. 8.— 
Tho attack upon Plevna resembles a siege 
more than anything elso. So far thero 
does not scorn "to havo beeu a singlo shot 
exchanged by tho infantry, on tho Rus- 
sian right and tho fire of the Turkish 
redoubt of Grivicia does not seem to havo 
slacked in tho least despite the enormous 
number of shells thrown iutoityesterday , 
and although wo can seo earth flying into 
tho air in tho middle of tho redoubt Turk- 
ish guns reply as regularly as clock-work. 
It is evident nono of tho Turkish guns 
have boon dismounted. It is very proba- 
ble that the Turks have not many men in 
tho redoubt. Thoy are hidden in trenches 
and low places outside. A few only are 
kept in the redoubts for management of 
tho guns and as fast as thoy are killed are 
replaced by others. The fire of Turkish 
batteries in the hollows between Grivicia 
and Plevna is loss steady and not so well 
sustained an yesterday. Probably somo 
of their guns havo boen dismounted. This 
artillery duel continued Sunday and 
Monday during which tho Russian bat- 
teries were gradually pushed forward. 

An oflicial Russian telegram Btatcs 
that in front of Radizova four guuH in 
the Turkish redoubt were dismounted on 
Sunday but replaced during tho night. 
They were on Monday replying to the 
Russian tiro but making sadly slow work 
iu the midst of tho shells poured into tho 
redoubt. Every now and then tho Turks 
suspended fire for many minutes as 
though the redoubt had beeu silenced, but 
after a 2>auae there came back a shell or 
two. 

A correspondent doscribos from per- 
sonal observation the attack on Saturday 
headed by Gou. Skobeloff from tho Rus- 
sian flank near Lovatz and Plovua. Iu 
this attack tho Russiaus drove tbo Turks 
from outlying positions but as thoy noar- 
tho slope the Turkish firo became 
terrible. From tho parapes of the re- 
doubt they poured forth a steady wave of 
flame and the redoubt was hidden in a 
thick smoke. The roar of this tremendous 
firo was simply fearful. I never heard 
anything like it. This lasted about 20 
minutes when tho Russian skirmishing 
lino began to withdraw. The Turks then 
made a sortie from this redoubt which 
was repulsed by tha Russians iu their 
turn os was a second Russian attack on 
tho redoubt, although it was this timo 
supported by tho Russian artillery and 
made with largo reinforcements. Follow- 
ing is the general view of the situation. 
It is obvious that the fortifications havo 
boon much strengthened since tho last 
battle. Tho longer ono looks at tho placo 
tho moro thoroughly does ho feel the 
toughness of tho Russian task. The posi- 
tion must bo attaaked as a whole and, tak- 
en as a whole. If tho northorn ridgo wore 
taken andocoupied tho position of the cen- 
tral swell (?) would not bo materially 
impaired. Suppose a lodgement wbb ef- 
fected on tho central swell, that lodge- 
ment would bo commanded by the north- 
orn ridgo and tho redoubts on tho south 
of tho town. All that is wanted to make 
the Turkish position virtually impregna- 
ble is tho fortification of a ridgo in front of 
Radozova. Probably this was not under- 
taken owing to tho force available not be- 
ing strong enough to hold so wide an 
area. According to tho Russian telegram 
an assault was fixed for Tuesday. Tho 
Emperor and Grand Duke Nicholas slept 
at Poredin on Monday night so as to be 
near at hand to witness it. 

Paris, Sept. 13.— It is announced from 
Ragusa tbat a majority of the Bosnian in- 
surgents have submitted to tho Turk- 
ish government of Bosnia. 

Chicago, Sopt. 13. — A Times' Bucharest 
dispatch says thero is a rumor in Buchar- 
est that the Russiaus yesterday stormed 
and captured tho main central redoubt. 
If this be true, the key to tho Turkish 
j osition is in possession of tho Russians, 
and this assures tbo fall of Osmah Pasha 
unless the Russian attack is diverted by 
tho advance of Mebemet Ali who is closo 
to Biela, and the Turkish advance yes- 
terday encountered Russian outpo-ts, 
driving them in. It is thought a great 
battle is in progress thero to-day. It is 
also affirmed that Suleiman Pasha struck 
yesterday the left flank of the Russians 
near Lovatz. 

Paris, Sept. 13. — Gaulois says the Ju- 
dicial decision sentencing Gambetta to 3 
months' imprisonment foran attack on the 
President, deprives him of civil rights for 
five years. Should tho judgment bo con- 
tinued ho will be compelled to withdraw 
from politics, which will bo a mortal blow 
to his ambition.

CANADA. 

Toronto, Sept. 8.' — News from Fort 
Walsh, Aug. 14th, says Sitting Bull is en- 
camped at Painted Horse Buttes, 12 miles 
from Fort Walsh 45 from Wood moun- 
tain. He has no intention of going on tho 
warpath. He is determined to remain 
under British protection. 

New York, Sept. 11. -The World's 
Wolf Rapids special says Sitting Bull has 
haen ordered out of British possessions 
and has obeyed. 

The World's Wolf Rapids dispatch 
says: Bill Oulverson, government scout, 
was the cause of Sitting Bull being turn- 
ed out of Canada. It occurred in this 
way: A British officer and Sitting Bull 
had a council, after which the tribe per- 
formed the usual dauco, Culvorson, who 
is a young half-breed, joined in, After it 
was over ho became excited, counted his 
scores and said to Sitting bull, "Look, I 
have killed so many of your hostile red- 
skins." Sitting Bull drew his revolver, a 
movement imitated by Oulverson, but 
before either could shoot, Major Walsh 
with his revolver drawn sprang between 
Uioin and told Oulverson to put his pis- 
tol away. Turning to Sitting Bull he 
said: "I want you to understand that 
you cannot commit any of your doviltries 
hero as yon do in tho United States. I 
will give you and yo,ur tribe fivo days to 
leave this country; if you are not gone 
then, o\. if you ever return I will fight 
you; if yon are over caught horo again, or 
if you shoot this man I'll have you hang- 
ed by your neck until you aro dead." Sit- 
ting Bull took tho hint and loft next 
morning, 

GuiCAao.Sopt. 11.— Military authorities 
and Canadian authorities discredit, tho 
story of a row between Sitting Bull and 



Major Walsh, and it does not agree with 
official reports hero direct from the spot. 
Tho Sittiug Bull commissioners start on 
Friday from St. Paul. 

St. Catherines, Sept. 11. — Chas. D. 
Metzlor, of Chicago, was arrested hore to- 
day on a charge of forgery. The amount 
involved is said to bo over §20,000. 

EUROPE. 
.Paris, Sept. 11,— Tho judgment against 
Gambetta is based upon his aud Murat's 
admission before tho judge of instruction, 
tbat tho speech was published by his 
(Gambetta's) order. Tho judgment points 
out in detail tho culpability of ten pas- 
sages in the speooh, and particularly that 
tho declaration that MacMabon must sub- 
mit to a decision of the nation or resign, 
was a threat constituting an attack on tbo 
loyalty, honor, dignity aud cousaquently 
ou the person of the president of the re- 
public. 

Paris, Sept. 11. — Thosentonce against 
Gambetta aud Mural concludes as follows: 
"It is ordered that the judgment shall be 
executed immediately, notwithstanding 
opposition or appeal." According, how- 
ever, to the French code the provisional 
execution applies to tho fino, and Gam- 
betta is, therefore, net liable to imme- 
diate imprisonment. Gambetta's object 
is to allow judgment ou appeal until aftor 
the elections, when his privilege us depu- 
ty will protect him from arrest, aud even 
according to prevalent opinion lead to his 
liberation should he be imprisoned. 

Tho police this ovouing seized five of 
the principal republican papers, includ- 
ing Le Temps, La France and LaBien Pub- 
lie. It is believed the seizure is mado in 
consequouco of the publication of tho re- 
port of the trial or for violent articles. Le 
Pais, tho Bonapartist organ, was nlso 
seized. The seizure, however, was only 
maintained as regards Le Biea Public. 

A subscription in Paris is started for a 
monument to Thiers. 

Three thousand wounded from Sulei- 
man Pasha's army havo reaohed Adriano- 
plo; 4,000 are at Kusanlik. At Schipka 
they lie all over tho hillsides. 

The Turkish Bagdad army, 35,000, is 
going to Nish. 

Turkey will make u further issue of C,- 
000,000 piastres of paper money. 

Berlin, Sept. 11. — In consequence of 
the representation of Germany and Franco 
the Porto has ordered tbo re-arrest and 
confinement of tho five Salouica assassins 
who had boen reloased from Widdin. 

London, Sept. 8.— Tho Chief of Polico 
and Inspector Clarke have beeu arrested 
for complicity in tbo Doncourt frauds. 

Dr. Strousburg, tho bankrupt railroad 
speculator, has been relieved. 

Lisbon, Sept. 10.— Tho Emperor and 
Empress of Brazil, havo sailod for Rio 
Janeiro. 



EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Sept, 8. — -Frauk Leslie lias 
assigned with §330,000 liabilities, caused 
by real ostate speculations. 

Tho Turkisk Minister states that Osman 
Pasha was born iu Asia Minor, and is, 
therefore, not the American Crawford. 

UTAH. 

Salt Lake, Sept. 11.— John Taylor has 
boen chosen president of tho Twelve 
Apo3tles and acting president of the Mor- 
mon church, until tho new presidont is 
elected. Taylor was shot at Nauvoo at 
tho time Joseph Smith was killed, and is 
a most bittor and bigoted religious ' fana- 
tic. 

New York, Sept. 11.— Tho Herald's Salt 
Lake special says according to tho hun- 
dreds of dispatches sent off to-day it is 
evident that the Twelve Apostles and their 
friends havo given orders to the church, 
meaning tho untutored masses, that they 
must accept this epistle as settling tho 
leadership; that heaven has conferred tho 
ruling power upon these twelve mon, and 
tbat it will be an offenio to raiso objec- 
tions. These men, several of whom are 
said to have thoir names on indictments 
for participation in murder and other 
crimes, bavo thus tho audacity to flaunt 
their bigotry and craft in the tooth of this 
nation aud sneer at tho enligbtopment of 
the 19 th century.

San Fbancioco, Sept. 11— There is 
great excitement in tho city to-day over 
affairs at the County Clerk's office.

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 11. — Information of a 
terrible disaster in tho English Channel 
is just received. The British ship Ava- 
lanche, Capt. Williams, from London 
Sept. 4th, for Now Zealand, came in col- 
lision with the British ship Forest., Capt. 
Lookhart, from London for Now York, 
off Portland, and both vessels foundered. 
The Forest was in ballast and had a orow 
of 21, Capt. Lockhurt, chief mate and 
seven others were saved. 

London, Sept. 12. — The following par- 
ticulars of tho collision in tho Channel 
are received: Tho Forest struck tho 
Avalanche between tho main and 
niizzen masts, nearly cutting her 
in two. Tho latter sank imme 
diately. The Forest, though a total 
wreck, kept afloat an hour or two. Three 
boats woro launched from her, only one 
of which has yet boon saved. It contain 
Oil twelve persons, already mentioned as 
saved. Ono boat washed, ashoro, and 
also several bodies. The other boat, it is 
feared, is lost, The Avalanche had 63 
passengers. 20 saloon, IV second class, and 
20 third class, mostly colonists. Tho dis- 
aster occurred at half-past ulna o'clock, 
last night, B.even miles off Portland. 

London, Sept. 12.— Tho race for tho St. 
Leger BtakeB at Doncaster was Avon by 
Lord Falmouth's Silvio, uamo owners'; 
Lady Oolightly, second. 



A New Feature of the Case. 

Captain Saint Clair, au English 
resident of Turkey, according to "Le 
Memorial Diplomatic;," has addressed 
a letter to Lord Beaaonsfield upon tho 
Eastern Question, iu which he reviews 
the siuation. He says, "From what I 
seo I draw tho following conclusions: 
The alliance of tho three Emperors 
has one secret object and that is not 
the division of the Ottoman Empire, 
but of the British Empire — an opera- 
tion demanding l r .s-) sacrifice of men, 
money or diplomacy than would have 
to be born for the division of Turkey . 
Tho trap of tho tho Conference has 
beon sprung upon us and now wo are 
more menaced tLau is Turkey." Ho 
goes oa to say that "England has 
nothing to oiler to Russia, but Russia 
has everything to offer to Austria, 
Germany, Turkey and America. The 
division of the British Empire offers a 
rich and easy prize, whilst that of .the 
Ottoman Empire ouly offers thorns and 
misfortunes, and, what is more, this 
division of England is easy, if Russia 
is adroit." Mr. St. Clair thus explains 
the process: 

"If tho Ottoman army is defeated, 
Russia has only to bo moderate iu hor 
demands; she has only to make a pre- 
tence of being disinterested, to load 
us into error, and leave us iu full do- 
feat. It will bo sufficient for it to 
breatho upon the Mussulman spirit to 
bring about revolt in tho Indies. Hav- 
ing concluded a new treaty of Kunkhiar 
Iskilesse, she will know how to put in 
tho head of tho Ottoman Minister the 
idea of a Mussulman Empire in India, 
vassal of tho Sultan, to inspire them 
with tho desire of avenging themselves 
for our perfidy. And then? 

If tho Fenians entered Canada, we 
shall havo a rupture with tho United 
States; let a Russo-American fleet 
bombard the open ports of Australia, 
let Afghanistan assist the rebels of tho 
Punjaub and Dolhi, let a reserve of 
regular Russo-Turkish troops march 
behind them, aud where shall wo be? 
Aud, as there would be support on the 
part of America also, what should we 
dp, what could wo do? Who, then, 
would attempt to defend tho selfish 
and feeblo power which offers such a 
splendid field for division. Wo have 
not even our maritime rights. Then 
the division would be so easy. Give 
Australia or tho Capo to Germany, 
which ardently desires a colony; an 
indemnity in money to Austria; Malta 
to Italy; Gibraltar to Spain; Demerara, 
Guernsey and Jersey to France; Canada 
aud the West Indies to America. 
Russia, the Sultan being recognized as 
Sovereign of the Indies, could reign in 
Constantinople by means of her slaves 
— Bulgarian or Slave— Greek vassals, 
and that underhandadly — apparently 
here would be unexampled generosity, 
as sho would take nothing; but, in fact, 
she would have acquired everything. 

Now, my Lord, is such a combin- 
ation impossible? What! I say, has 
not such a plan been conceived by tho 
three Chancellors? How otherwise 
could they come to an understanding? 
Has not its carrying into execution 
been already commenced both here and 
in Afghanistan? 

My Lord, 20, 000 red coats hore beforo 
the victory was decided in favour of 
the two belligerents would break up 
this plan, and it is not only England, 
but Russia would take part iu it; but 
wo must act beforo victory is decided 
for either parties. 

Yes, my Lord, it is our destiny which 
is being decided on tho banks of tho 
Danube. Alas! I could almost say 
that "it was decided" for it is already 
almost too late to intervene. 



Successful Men. 

"Who are they ?" They aro thoso 
men who, when boys, were compelled 
to work, either to help themselves or 
their parents, and who, when a littlo 
older, wore under tho stern necessity 
of doing more than their legitimate 
share of labor; who as young men had 
their wits sharpened by having to de- 
vise ways and means of making their 
time more available than it would be 
under ordinary circumstances. Hence, 
in reading the lives of eminent Jincu 
who have greatly distinguished thom- 
Belves, wo find their youth passed iu 
self-denials of food, sleop, rest and re- 
creation. They sat up lato, rose early 
to the performance of imperative du- 
ties, doing by daylight tho work of 
ono man, and by night that of another. 
A banker of high integrity, and who 
started in life without a shilling, said, 
tho other day, — ' 

"For years I was in my placo of 
business at sunrise, and often did not 
lonvo it for fifteen or eighteen hours." 

Let not any youth bo discouraged if 
ho has to make his own living, or even 
to support a widowed mother or sick 
Bister, or unfortunate relative; for this 
has beon the road lo eminence of many 
a proud name. This is the path which 
men havo often trod — thorny enough 
at times, at others so beset with ob- 
stacles as to bo almost impassable ;but 
tho way was cleared, sunshino camo, 
success foUowod— then the glory and 
renown. 



An Incremation, 

Tho details of tho incremation of Dr. 
Winslow's remains at Salt Lako. Utah.are 
recited by a correspondent of tho Chicago 
Times. When placed in the furnace at 
(5:20 p. ru. tbo body weighed 126 pounds. 
The first appearance was that of roasting; 
but in twenty minutes nearly all the flesh 
was consumed, and tho bones began to 
crumble A half hour later very littlo 
could be seon of tho form of tho body. 
At 7:45 a physician opened the door of 
tho furnace, and but one or two pieces of 
bono could bo seen, and thoy crumbled 
under tho weight of tbe ashes. Tho in- 
cremation was completed in tho shortest 
time on record— two hours aud thirty-five 
minutes. The weight of tho ashes, which 
contained a few calcined fragments of 
bone, was four pounds aud olevou and a 
half ounces. The burning of tho corpse 
was regarded as an interesting town show, 
for nearly a thousand people stood by, 
while tho roasting was going on.
